The  pastoral  letter  will  tell  of  the 
bishops'  "great  concern  over  grave 
losses  sustained  by  the  church  In 
Oermany  in  recent  months"  and 
will  make  note  of  religious  persecu- 
tions in  Spain. 

It  will  also  say: 

"Communism  will  not  be  itruck  In 
Its  deepest  roots  by  military  force, 
but  through  resurrection,  in  Jesus 
Christ,  of  Europe  In  general  and 
our  Fatherland  In  particular." 

The  bishops  however,  will  make 
clear  that  they  are  anxious

ITALY, — THK  MORNING  AFTER 


A  apeclal  commission  sent  to  Italy  on  behalf  of 
The  London  Spectator  has  written  a  series  of 
three  articles  dealing  with  public  opinion  In  that 
country,  actual  economic  conditions,  and  imperial 
aspirations.  The  first  of  these  topics  presents 
some  obvious  difficulties.  It  is  ordinarily  hard 
enough  for  any  outsider  to  get  into  touch  with 
the  real  sentiments  of  a  population  governed  by 
a  dictator  and  supplied  with  information  Judici- 
ously measured  out  through  the  medium  of 
agencies  which  he  controls.  It  is  harder  for 
English  visitors  than  for  others,  because  they  are.  |  limlled  their  vlew 
for  the  moment  at  any  rate,  regarded  with  a 
certain  stiffness  and  a  trace  of  spite.  It  Is  prob- 
ably an  after-growth  of  the  hate  which  the  Duce 
deliberately  fostered  as  the  best  antidote  to  the 
fear  occasioned  by  the  apprehension  that  Great 
Britain  meant  to  oppose  Italy  by  force.  Derision 
took  the  place  of  fear  when  the  latter  proved 
unfounded,  the  plum  of  victory  fell  into  Italy's 
lap,  sanctions  were  abandoned,  and  In  the  sun- 
shine of  her  good  fortune  Italy  acquired  a  su- 
periority complex  of  some  dimensions.  The 
Italian  sincerely  believes,  first,  that  he  has  suc- 
cessfully fought  a  righteous  war;  second,  that  It 
was  a  war  In  which  Ethiopia  was  the  aggressor; 
and  third,  that  the  British  attitude  throughout 
has  been  at  once  hostile  and  hypocrtlcal. 

As  to  economic  conditions  In  Italy,  the  story  is 
too  long  to  be  told  in  full  detail.  Italy's  economic 
troubles  began  to  be  serious  in  1920.  when  the 
United  States,  which  had  hitherto  absorbed  so 
much  of  Italy's  export  of  cheap  labor,  restricted 
Italian  Immigration  to  3  per  cent  of  the  number 
of  Italians  then  resident  in  the  United  State*. 
What  steps  did  Signor  Mussolini  take  to  provide

how  enthusiastic  Is  the  participant,  this  is  a 
tiring  process. 

It  Is,  Indeed,  often  a  moot  question  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  holidays  are  of  benelit.  There 
has  to  be  weighed  in  the  balance  the  change  of 
scene  and  the  wear  and  tear  caused  by  the  desire 
to  see  all  that  it  is  possible  to  see.  according  to 
the  pocketbook  and  within  the  limited  time.  The 
probability  is  that  no  matter  how  tired  the  trav- 
eler gets,  he  has  a  mental  rest,  and  that  is  what 
matters  most  of  all  The  worse  monotony  is  of  a 
n  ental  kind,  not  physical.  It  is  fair  to  conclude 
that  holidays,  of  almost  every  character,  arc 
restful,  no  matter  how  physically  tiring.  They 
must  have  a  definite  virtue  or  else  the  desire  for 
them  would  not  be  so  universal.  They  prevent 
those  who  take  them  from  receding  into  what 
may  seem  a  Dead  Sea  of  Ufelessness.  They  are 
spirited  intervals  in  life's  journey  when  men  see 
a  little  bit  more  of  the  world,  no  matter  how 


U.S.  NAVY  AND  EUROPE 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  in  view  of  the 
troubles  in  Spain,  and  because  of  other  incidents 
that  have  happened  in  the  past,  the  United  States 
Navy  should  establish  a  European  Squadron  for 
the  protection  of  Its  citizens.  Until  1927  the 
United  States  Navy  maintained  a  cruiser  and 
squadron  of  destroyers  in  European  waters.  Then 
the  cruiser  was  withdrawn,  but  the  destroyers 
remained  The  Raleigh,  flying  the  flag  of  the 
Commander.  Naval  Forces.  Europe,  was  assigned 


to  Europe  to  relieve  the  Detroit  in  September. 
1928  The  Raleigh  visited  various  European  ports 
and  represented  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  until  August.  1929.  when  she  left  for  the 
United  States  without  being  relieved.

Italy  s  imperial  aspirations,  nevertheless,  appear 
to  be  as  lively  as  ever.  They  are  two  In  number 
She  wants  territorial  expansion  and  she  ardently 
desires  to  prove  that  she  has  the  capacity  to  fur- 
nish the  best  type  of  rolonlal  administration.  She 
thinks  that  she  Is  now  regarded  as  a  first-class 
fighting  nation,  and  hopes  to  be  known  as  a  suc- 
cessful empire  biulder  and  administrator  The 
Italians  have  now  an  opportunity  to  try  them- 
selves out  in  this  Immensely  difficult  field  In 
which  they  have  had  little  experience  and 
doubtful  success. 


Oreat  Britain,  have  at  times  to  look  after  Ameri- 
can interests,  as  In  the  case  of  the  removal  of 
her  nationals  from  war-torn  Spain.  British  war- 
ships which  were  on  the  spot  did  much  of  this 
rescue  work  before  American  vessels  could  arrive 
on  the  scene.

No  plan  has  been  formulated  by  the  Dominion 
Government  to  care  for  the  single  men  who  will 
be  unemployed  during  the  Winter  months.  Ottawa 
has  closed  the  relief  camps  Instituted  by  the  Ben-  i 
nett  Government.  The  alternative  was  the  em- 
ployment of  10,000  men  by  agreement  with  the 
railway  companies  and  the  hope  that  another 
10,000  would  And  employment  on  farms  This 
plan  and  this  hope  have  not  been  wholly  success- 
ful. Single  unemployed  men  who  have  been  un- 
able to  find  work  have  been  drifting  Into  the 
cities,  where  they  have  been  receiving  relief 
Soon  the  extra  work  on  the  railways  will  come  to 
an  end,  and.  as  well,  other  seasonable  employ- 
ment will  cease,  which  means  that  there  will  be 
increased  drift  to  the  cities.  The  situation  will 
become  difficult,  and  the  Dominion  Government 
which  previously,  through  the  relief  camps,  had 
been  looking  after  the  single  men.  will  be  ex- 
pected to  do  something. 

A  National  Employment  Commission  has  been 
at  work  devising  theories  affecting  the  allevia- 
tion of  the  unemployment  problem  It  has  done 
nothing  so  far,  save  assemble  statistics.  It  has

Vancouw 
Island  shows  49.191  cases,  an  in- 
crease of  13.327  cases  over  the  pack 
for  the  corresponding  p?riod  In  1935

WATER  TEMPER ATl'RES 

Sir.-  I  noticed  in  your  column, 
"The  Observation  Car. '  this  morn- 
ing a  reference  to  the  difference  be- 
tween the  temperature  of  the  sea 
water  around  Victoria  and  that  of 
the  water  at  Quallcum. 

You  can  obtain  a  paper  covering 
the  technical  details  from  Dr  W  A 
Clemens,  of  the  Biological  Station 
at  Nanalmo.  Briefly,  the  reason 
for  the  difference  is  this: 

The  Summer  temperature  of  the 
water  in  sheltered  areas  such  as  the 
Oulf  of  Georgia  depends  principally 
on  the  warming  effect  of  the  sun 
heating  up  the  surface  water  II 
the  surface  layer  of  water  remains 
fairly  stable,  then  the  water  may 
become  quite  warm  It  so  happens 
that  the  Ftaser  River  pours  a  lar^e 
quantity  of  fresh  water  into  the 
Oulf  of  Georgia,  and  it  tends  to 
remain  on  the  surface  because  it  ls 
'  much  lighter  than  the  sea  water. 
This  surface  water  forms  a  great 
brackish-water  lake  resting  on  top 
of  the  more  salty,  oceanic  water. 
This  surface  water  mixes  very  slowly 
during  the  Summer  when  there  are 
but  few  heavy  storms  to  turn  lt  over. 
The  tidal  forces  move  It  back  and 
forth,  but  mix  it  only  slightly  In 
the  open  gulf  However,  when  the 
tide  forces  the  gulf  water  out 
through  the  channels  and  passes 
around  the  Gulf  islands,  then  the 
warm  surface  water  becomes  thor- 
oughly mixed  with  the  colder  water 
from  the  bottom  It  ls  this  cold 
mixture  that  reaches  the  shores  of 
the  lower  end  of  Vancouver  Island. 
A  cold  plunge  for  its  sea  bathers 
is  the  price  that  Victoria  pays  for 
its  picturesque  island -dotted  sur- 
roundings.

We  are  In  a  similar  situation  to 
the  Ethiopians  In  Africa  when  at- 
tacked by  the  Italians,  and  they 
had  many  thousands  of  brave  native 
warriors  who  were  helpless  when 
attacked  from  the  air  by  bombs  and 
poison  gas  And  at  present  we  are 
In  exactly  the  same  position  Had 
they  been  adequately  protected  by  a 
sufficient  number  of  antl-ali':raft 
guns  with  efficient  gun  crews  and 
gas  masks,  they  would  probably 
have  repelled  the  invaders. 

For.  make  no  mistake,  in  the  next 
war.  the  attack  will  come  from  the 
air  without  any  warning.  An  enemy 
aircraft  carrier  has  only  to  come 
off  our  Coast  and  launch  the  attack. 
We  have  no  submarines  to  attack 
such  a  craft,  and  it  ls  doubtful  If  a 
British  war  vessel  could  be  spared 
or  arrive  here  in  time.  Canada 
ought  to  make  some  effort  to  pro- 
tect Itself  and  not  merely  rely  alone 
on  Great  Britain  <"let  George  do 
it").  What  we  need  Is  antl-alrcralt 
guns  and  a  few  submarines,  if  only 
some  of  the  older  and  discarded 
British  ones.

Lim- 
ited, producers  for  the  Paramount 
Studios  of  Hollywood  Early  this 
week  he  sent  his  resignation  to 
Paul  E.  Rlchter.  vice-president  of 
T  W  A.  in  charge  of  the  line  |  opera- 
tions He  is  to  report  to  Holly- 
wood offices  of  the  Shulberg  or- 
ganization not  later  than  Septem- 
ber 14,  four  days  after  his  resigna- 
tion as  a  TWA  pilot  is  to  become 
effective.
